This has been so far a hot old summer, and 
that seems to mean that you can expect the 
worst 
Heat is one thing — pretty well con­ 
trollable 
these 
days 
in 
regard to living and 
working conditions 
Drought, caused by heat 
and the lack of rain. is something else again. 
And hurricanes, caused principally by heat, are 
equally unmanageable 


The Weather Bureau traditionally names its 
tropical storms and hurricanes alter women, 
perhaps because they are striking, sometimes 
destructive, and most unpredictable. What we 
have to worry about this year is Faith or Greta 
or any of the number of storms behind them

In one day. the National Geographic Society

electric power stations in the United States 
can produce in a decade 
The Weather Bureau has been experiment­ 
ing for almost two decades with dispersing hur­ 
ricanes by cloud-seeding With the assistance of 
the Navy. the Bureau this season will continue 
a more ambitious venture. Project Stormfury.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (APi —I 
Ohio went into .July as a potent­ 
ial drought area 
It came out 
with rainfall amounts that left 
some areas drier than ever and 
others yelling uncle 
The amounts measured at 
U.S. Weather bureau reporting 
stations ranged from 1.37 inch 
at Ashtabula to 12 60 inches at 
Sandusky. All but two inches of 
the Sandusky rainfall came in 
one memorable 24-hour period 
early in the month 
Crops suffered from both July 
rainfall extremes, “ but most of 
the best Ohio farmland was 
treated 
very 
well” 
by 
the 
month's rainfall, according to 
Ohio Agriculture Department of­ 
ficial William O'Neill. 
Most crops are still a week to 
IO days behind schedule. O'Neill 
said today in a statewide ap­ 
praisal. but this is due to late 
planting and early-season cold 
spells The state's wheat har­ 
vest, 
recently completed 
he 
judged as ‘‘excellent.’ 
Two areas in the state rale 
as ‘ severe drought” spots, ac­ 
cording to the Weather Bureau's 


Palmer Drought Index readings 
One area is Ashtabula County, 
the other takes in Mercer and 
Darke counties on the opposite 
side of the state 


Other areas shortchanged in 
the generally soggy month in­ 
cluded extreme southwest Ohio 
and the eastern third of the 
state 
Some communities in north­ 
west Ohio, which had a wetter 
spring than most of the state, 
found out what wet really was 
July 12 Many crops were de­ 
stroyed in the dav-long deluge 
that also flooded many families 
out of their homes 
Areas to the south and west 
of Sandusky, however received 
more moderate treatment 
In 
the areas referred to by O'Neill 
as the hest farm country, north­ 
west and north - central Ohio. 
July totals were generally above 
normal and between five and 
nine inches 
The average July rainfall 
based on past years is about 
four inches, ranging from 3 26 
to 4 43 inches in the Weather 
Bureau s IO statistical regions
